Perhaps the most important action of 
the city council at Monday night's ses­ 
sion was the trimming done on salaries 
of the marshal and of the recorder. 
An ordinance was passed cutting the 
former from $65 a month and fees to 
$50 and fees. 
Another ordinance limits 
the amount of fees the recorder may 
receive for 
assessing and collecting 
taxes to a total of $800 per annum. 
Heretofore no such maximum has been 
set, and that part of the office during 
the last year produced about $1,050 in

recorder the office continues to carry 
a salary of $16 per month. 
There was introduced an ordinance !

Guthrie, Okla., March 5.-T h e final 
passage and signing of the initiative 
and referendum provision in the con­ 
vention yesterday accomplished the 
first provision for the Oklahoma Con­ 
stitution. 
After amending the vote, President 
Murray gave notice of his signature, 
and asked permission to send the pen 
to the^Farmers Union State headquar­ 
ters Jin Shawnee. The occasion was 
liberally applauded. Only five votes 
were registered against the provision, 
four of them being republican mem­ 
bers. 
The convention adopted the judicial 
apportionment, as published heretofore, 
voting down with regularity all efforts 
to change the assignment of counties. 
Mr. Langley of Pryor Creek wanted 
Mayes county transferred from the 
Second to First district. 
Mr. Ledbet­ 
ter wanted the district of Carter and 
Love counties to contain Murray county 
also, so as to make the district balance 
with thejothers in population. Murray 
county .did not object, he said, although 
Ardmore, county seat of Carter, had 
no particular interest in the matter. 
Mr. Williams of Durant stated that 
he knew the people of Sulphur (Murray 
county) did not want to be tied to 
Ardmore; that the latter place already 
had three candidates for the district 
bench. 
The bar of Garvin county and 
the people of McClain county, in the 
Fourteenth district, according to Mr 
Williams, wanted Murray. 
Mr. Graham of Marietta joined Mr. 
Ledbetter in asking that Murray be 


transferred, not for political purposes, 
but to furnish business enough to keep 
the judge busy, and that the town of 
Da\ is and much of the county were 
agreeable to the change. 
The Ledbet 
ter motion went to the table. 
Later in the day Mr. Ledbetter ex 
hibited telegrams from J. C. Thomp­ 
son, A. Eddleman, A. Grace and others 
of Ardmore, stating they did not object 
to leaving Murray county out of the 
district. 
Two courts were established in the 
Thirteenth district-Canadian and Okla­ 
homa counties. 
The convention refused to grant au­ 
thority for migratory sittings of the 
court in various counties. 
The legislative manual was almost 
completed, save a few features sent 
back for revision, one determining the 
ength of the first legislative session. 
The time has been increased from 90 to 
150 day s. 


The 
constitutional convention ap­ 
plauded the reading of a telegram 
which announced that congress would 
appropriate no more money for state­ 
hood expenses, and proceeded with the 
work as if nothing had happened. It 
had memorialized congress for $135,000 
additional to complete the work here 
and hold the first state election.

“The most stupendous of all leapers 
of the sea.” says a writer In Outing. 
“Is the whale. 
I have seen a monster 
weighing hundreds of tons, possibly 8 
feet In length, rise slowly and de 
erately out of the water until it ap­ 
peared to be dancing on the surface, 
entirely clear of it. then sink slowly 
back. 
“Such a leap Is on record in the an- 
aals of the 
British navy. 
A large 
whale cleared a boat, going complete y | 
over It. an estimated leap of 20 tee! in , 
air—how many In a lateral d irectly I 
was not known. 
“Exactly how high a tuna can leap 
It Is difficult to say. 
I have seen the 
water beaten Into foam by them four 
miles distant, and have a photograph 
showing a fish—a black streak at least 
a mile distant high in alr—a Jump of 
certainly IO or 15 feet; and it Is my 
opinion, based on what I have seen, 
that It is possible for a lusty tuna at 
full speed to project itself 20 feet Into 
the air and 30 or 40 feet In a horizon­ 
tal direction. 
“I Judge the latter possibly from the 
leap of a big tuna which cleared the 
kelp and landed high on the rocks at 
Santa Catalina 
I have often stood 
in the center of a school of leaping j 
tunas and watched them, but the situ­ 
ation Is not one suggestive of repose 
or peace of mind.'

Out of the formal acquaintance made 
ti the brillanco and crush of a White 
Rouse reception grew the romance 
;hat resulted in tho marriage of Miss 
torton to J. Hopkins Smith, Jr., Har-

'hough it was only a fleeting glimpse 
hat Smith got of Miss Morton, he 
as so attracted by her vivacity and 


beauty that he sought the young girl 
out. 
Miss Morton, youngest daughter of ; 
the insurance man, is 20 years old. 
She made lier how to society In Wash­ 
ington two years ago and became 
highly popular. 
She has spout sev­ 
eral years in Europe studying lan­ 
guages. music aid painting, and then 
had gone to one of Boston’s fashion­ 
able schools. 
To that culture she

If all the animals and birds which 
have been sent by admiring friends as 
gifts to tine president and members of 
his family had been allowed to remain 
at the White House that historic obi 
structure might easily be turned into

All the presidents, back to Washing­ 
ton himself, have had gifts showered 
upon them, and it was not unusual for 
these gifts to assume the shape of a 
wild or domestic animal. 
But it was 
not until the present occupants came 
to the White house that the custom 
of making presents of this character 
began to assume 
extensive 
propor­ 
tions. 
This is due, probably, to the 
president s known love of everything 
pertaining to natural history’, and to 
the further fact that he is 
a 
great 
hunter. 
His bent in this direction is 
handed down to his children. 
The gifts to the White House In re­ 
cent years include almost every Amer­ 
ican small animal capable of being do­ 
mesticated, With few exceptions they 
have been sent to the zoological park, 
there to become a part of the great 
national collection. 
Gifts of animals from friends In for­ 
eign countries are not 
at 
all 
infre­ 
quent, 
Only recently 
the 
president 
received from King Menelik of Abys­ 
sinia an Arabian zebra and two os­ 
triches. 
These can now be seen at 
the zoological park, where they have 
attracted wide attention.

ranges Lorn white rats and mice to a 
cinnamon cub hear.

The story of how two Kansas jack- 
rahbfts found their way to the White 
House is interesting. 
They had been 
brought here from the west by E. S. 
Schmid. 
One day, while being fed. 
they escaped from their cage. 
A wild scramble was " ado to cap­ 
tu r e them by the attendants, hut their 
training on the plains of the Sunflower 
state stood them well. and they left 
their pursuers practically at the post. 
It. aching (I street, at Twelfth, they 
se] alated, one going 
east 
and tin4 
other west. both through 
busy 
and 
crowded thoroughfares. 
Newsboys and 
messenger 
boys 
joined in the exciting chase after the 
rabbits, and for ti time 
business 
in 
that vicinity was 
practically 
at 
a 
standstill. 
Both animals we re large 
specimens, and as they spread out 
their long limbs many thought they 
were young deer. 
One of the rabbits was captured at 
a distance of more than two 
miles. 
The other took refuge iii the White 
House grounds, where it remained for 
several days, affording an opjvortunity 
for several hunting expeditions on the 
part of the Roosevelt boys. 
As a means of capturing this rabbit 
its mate was 
taken 
to the White 
House grounds and turned loose, and it 
is said both are still there, Mr. Schmid 
having decided, on request of 
repre­ 
sentatives of 
the 
president, not to 
molest them further. 
Recent additions to the family of 
pets at tho White House are two An­ 
gina cats. 
These* were left to Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt by the will of a New 
'i ork woman, who also made him ex­ 
ecutor of her estate. 
The property 
was turned over by the president to 
the woman’s relatives, and, as they 
did not care for the Angora cats, they 
were given a place in the household 
of the first family of the land. 
The Roosevelt children also have as 
pets several guinea pigs, but ii is their 
dogs and ponies that give them the 
most pleasure. Oik* of the dogs, Skip, 
was presented to Archibald while lie 
was hunting bear and other big game 
in the Dakotas. 
’The other dogs are 
Rolla, a big Bt. Bernard, aud Sailor 
Boy, a retriever. 


Too Much Simplified. 
Members of the house in Washing­ 
ton were amused by an exhibit of sim­ 
plified spelling the other day when tho 
liver and harbor bill was under discus­ 
sion. 
In order to illustrate the argu­ 
ment made in support of a 
11 foot 
channel from this city to the gull Mr. 
Bartholdt displayed before the house 
and had placed upon a large easel in 
front of the speaker’s desk a map 
of the Mississippi river valley, upon 
which the draftsmen 
had 
Indicated 
the names of cities, rivers and lakes, 
spelled in a manner heretofore un­ 
known. The map showed tho follow­ 
ing places: 
“Siox City,” Dubuqe,” 
“Pittburg,” 
“Louisvile,” 
“Missour 
river,” 
“Misisipi 
river,” 
“Soupier 
lake.” 


If housewives understood more fully 
the processes of broiling, roasting and 
boiling, there would be less complaint 
of tough, tasteless meat. 
Tho princi­ 
ples underlying all three methods is 
identical; the difference lies in tho 
medium employed. 
In all, tho object 
to bo attained is to first quickly sear 
the exterior of the meat, thus coagio 
luting the surface albumen and effect* 
ually sealing the juices. 
The cooking 
then proceeds more slowly to a finish, 
the time required hinging, as a matter 
of course, upon the size of the cut. 
In broiling and in roasting, which 
are in reality tho same, the name de­ 
pending upon the nature of the piece 
of meat, this hardening of the exterior 
is accomplished by exposing the meat 
to the direct action of the heat, which 
must be intense enough to sear tho 
surface at once. 
When it is not, the 
juices seep out, leaving the meat 
tasteless and sacrificing its nutritive 
qualities. 
In boiling meat, surface coagulation 
Is attained by immersing the meat in 
boiling water and keeping up the tem­ 
perature for a minute. One of the pre­ 
liminary rules of boiling, one which 
should bo indelibly impressed upon 
every cook, Is that water cannot be 
heated to the proper temperature for 
boiling (212 degrees) in an open ves­ 
sel nor is one with an Indifferently 
fitting cover. 
Another point, equal iii 
importance to the first, is that when 
water begins to boil, a quicker fire than 
is absolutely necessary to keep it boil­ 
ing results merely iii wasting the wa­ 
ter in the form of steam and so hard­ 
ens the exterior of the meat as to pre­ 
vent. the heat penetrating to the in­ 
terior. — I he Hole keeper.

A Peach Souffle. 
To make a peach souffle till a pint 
measure with the drained peaches, 
turn in to the bottom of a baking dish. 
Over tin* fruit pour a cold sauce made 
•f one quart of milk thickened with a 
table spoonful of flour or cornstarch 
rubbed with two tablespoonfuls of but* 
ter. 
This is turned into the milk 
when it reaches the boiling point, then 
boiled ami stirred for about ten min­ 
utes to thoroughly cook the thicken­ 
ing. 
Remove to the back of the range 
ami add four yolks of eggs mixed with 
three 
tablespoonfuls 
of 
sugar. 
By 
mixing the eggs and sugar before add­ 
ing to the sauce the eggs are less like­ 
ly to curdle, 
lf it should, however, 
quickly whip with an egg-beater till 
It is smooth. 
This sauce should bo 
made, cooled and placed on ice for 
some time before the fruit is prepared 
for it. Just before turning it over the 
peaches, fold into the sauce the stiffly 
beaten xx bites of four eggs; do not stir 
a bit, for it would liquify the eggs, but 
fold them in carefully and have tho 
egg xvbites very cold before beating 
them. 
Turn int*) the baking dish on 
top of the fruit and place the dish in 
a slow oven for about half an hour. 
Serve at once while hot or the souffle 
xx ill fall, passing xx itll it a cold whipped 
cream flavored with maraschino and 
sweetened with sugar.

Both Good and Pretty. 
A dessert that is inexpensive, ori­ 
ginal and pretty

black walnuts are best for this.

of nut meats will be required with a 
tablespoonful of sugar for each apple.

Place In a drip­ 
ping pan, not to*) close, pour in a cup 
of boiling water and hake in a quick 
oven until the apples are tender. Take 
up carefully, pour the 
juice in

pan over them. It desired, crown xv itll 
a meringue made from the whites of 
two eggs bent* a stiff with t\xo table­ 
spoonfuls powdered sugar, then set in 
a cool oven until 
a 
golden 
brown. 
Crown each apple with a Maraschino 
cherry or candied 
cranberry for 
a 
pretty color effect. 


Good Furniture Cream. 
For a good furniture cream, finely 
shred an ounce of beeswax, half an 
ounce of w hite wax, and half an ounce 
of Castile soap. Cover with half a pint 
of turpentine and stand on the stove 
In a gallipot to dissolve. Next day add 
a quarter pint of bolling water, stir 
thoroughly together, and then put In 
wide-mouthed bottles for use. Keep 
this cream well corked.

Perhaps the most important action of 


the city council at Monday night's ses- 
sion was the trimming done on salaries 
of the marshal and of the recorder. 


An ordinance was passed cutting the 


former from $65 a month and fees to 
$50 and fees.

receive for assessing and collecting 
taxes to a total of $800 per annum.

One Main Point for tho Housekeep** 


to Remember. 


If housewives understood more fully 


the processes of broiling, roasting and 
boiling, there would be leas complaint' 
of tough, tasteless <meat. The princi- 
ples underlying all three methods la 
Identical; the difference lies in the 
medium employed. In all, the object 
to bo attained is to first quickly sear 
tho exterior of the meat, thus coagu* 
latlng the surface albumen aad effect) 
ually sealing the Juices. The cooking 
then proceeds more slowly to a finish, 
the time required hinging, as a matter 
of course, upon the S!EB of the cut. 


In broiling and in roasting, which, 


are in reality the same, the name de- 
pending upon the nature of the piece 
of meat, this hardening of the exterior 
Is accomplished by exposing the meat 
to the direct action of the heat, which 
must be intense enough to aear the; 
surface at once. When It IB not, the 
juices seep out, leaving tho meat; 
tasteless aud sacrificing its nutritive 
qualities, 


In boiling meat, surface coagulation 


ts attained by Immersing the meat in 
boiling water aud keeping up the 
tem- 


perature for a minute. One of the pre- 
liminary rules of boHing, one which 
should be indelibly impressed upon 
ovory cook, Is that water cannot be 
boated to the proper temperature foi; 
boiling; (2J2 degrees) in an open ves- 
sel nor is one with aa indifferently 
fitting cover. Another point, equal in 
Importance to the lirst, is that when 
water begins to boil, a Quicker fire than 


absolutely necessary to koep It bail- 


Ing results merely in wasting the wa- 
ter in tho for-in of steam and so bard- 
•us tho exterior of tho moat us to pre- 
vent (ho beat pone trilling to tho in- 
toi ior.—Tho Housekeeper.

sonio lime before the fruit is prepared 
for It. Just before turning it ovor the 
peaches, fold into tho sauco iho stiffly 
boaton whites of four eggs; do not stir 
a bit, for It would liquify the eggs, but 
fold thoin in carefully and have tho 
rgg whites very cold before beating 
them. 
Turn into the baking dish on 


top of the fruit and place the dish in 
a slow oven for about half nn hour. 
Serve at once while fcot or the souffle 
will fall, passing with It a cold whipped 
cream flavored with maraschino and 
sweetened with sugar.

Perhaps the most important action of 


the city council at Monday night's ses- 
sion was the trimming done on salaries 
of the marshal and of the recorder.

former from $65 a month and fees to

A Whale th»\ Jumped Over a Boat- 


Turin That Leap 20 Feet. 


"The most stupendous o( all leasers 


of the sea," says a writer In Outing, 
"Is the whale. J have seen a monster 
weighing hundreds of tons, possibly 80 
feet In length, rise slowly and delib- 
erately out o( the water until it ap- 
peared to be dancing on the surface, 
entirely clear of It, then sink slowly 
back. 


"Such a leap U on record in the an- 


nals of tne British navy. 
A large 


whale cleared a boat, going completely 
over It, an estimated leap of 20 feet in 
air—how many la a lateral direction 
was not known. 


"Exactly how high a tuna can leap 


It Is difficult to say. I have seen the 
water beaten Into foam by them four 
miles distant, and have a photograph 
showing a fish—a black streak at least 
a mile distant high In air—a Jump of 
certainly 10 or 16 feet; and It Is my 
opinion, based on what I have seen, 
that It Is possible for a lusty tuna at 
full speed to project Itself 20 feat Into 
the air and 30 or 40 feet In "ft horizon- 
tal direction. 


"I Judge the latter possibly from the 


leap of a big tuna which cleared the 
kelp and landed high on the rocks at 
Santa Catallnft. 
1 have often stood

THE PROCESSES OP COOKINQ. 


One Main Point for tho Housekeeptv 


to Remember. 


If housewives understood more fully 


the processes of broiling, roasting and 
boiling, there would be leas complaint' 
of tough, tasteless -meat. The princi- 
ples underlying all three methods Is 
identical; the difference lies in the 
medium employed. In all, the object 
to bo attained Is to first quickly sear 
the exterior of the meat, thus coagu» 
latlng the surface albumen aad effect) 
ually sealing the Juices. The cooking 
then proceeds more slowly to a finish, 
the time required hinging, as a matte i; 
of course, upon tho sice of the cut. 


In broiling and in roasting, which, 


are in reality the same, the name de- 
pending upon the nature of the piece 
of meat, this hardening of the exterior 
is accomplished by exposing the meat 
to the direct action of the heat, whtch 
must be intense enough to sear the; 
surface at once. When it IB not, the 
juices seep out, leaving the meat; 
tasteless and sacrificing its nutritive 
qualities, 


Jn boiling meat surface coagulation 


is attained by immersing; the meat in 
boiling water and keeping up the tem- 
perature for a minute. One of the pre- 
liminary rules of boHing, one which 
should be indelibly impressed upon 
ovory cook, is that water cannot be 


ted to the proper temperature foi; 


boiling (212 degrees) in an open ves- 
sel nor is one with an indifferently 
fitting cover. 
Another point, equal in 


importunce to the first, is that when 
vater begins to boil, a quicker fire than 
3 absolutely necessary to keep it boil-
